Bill Advanced for 
Discussion 


WASHINGTON -(/P)— A House- 


approved bill 
by which Arkansas 


hopes to prevent the loss of one of 
its seven house scats under the 1940 
census 
reapportionment 
was 
sent 


back 
to a senate commerce sub- 


committee Friday for further hear- 
ings. 


At the request of Senator Caraway 


(Dem., Ark.), the committee, at an 
emergency meeting Friday, voted to 
reconsider its action of Tuesday in 
approving the bill, and sent it to 
the subcommittee to study an amend- 
ment sought by the Arkansas sen- 
ator. 


The bill would provide for reap- 


portionment by the "equal proport- 
ions" method. If this method is not 
adopted, reapportionment will be by 
the 'major fractions' method and Ark- 
ansas will lose one seat which would 
be added to Michigan's present 17. 


The committee's approval of the 


bill Tuesday did not solve Arkan- 
sas' problem, because the committee 
turned down an amendment which 
would eliminate a requirement of ex- 
isting law that the apportionment 
method bo determined no later than 
Saturday. 


Existing law requires that the clerk 


of the house order reapportionment 
within 60 days after certification of 
1940 census figures. This 60-day per- 
iod ends Saturday. Because the se- 
nate will not halt consideration of 
the lease-lend bill to take up rcap- 
porlionment, it seemed impossible to 
meet the deadline.

Saturday that Yugoslavia would fee 
asked to "clarify her. position anc 
intentions" toward the Axis powers 
as a result of an Axis-reported at- 
tempt by President Roosevelt to keep 
the Balkan country out of the Rome-

Gayda said "the Anglo-Saxon act- 


ion lends to compromise her (Yugo- 
slavia) in every form, and

ambiguities every day on her re- 
lations with the Axis powers. 


"The Belgrade government will no 


lack the occasion to fix its altitude 
beyond any possible present and fu- 
ture uncertainty," he added signif- 
icantly. 


Gayda asked what Roosevelt' woiilc 


do if some day "one attempted. 01 
favored rising in the American zone 
against the U. S." 


"Who 
threatens the world

with its divisions of people arid' in- 
terest and the American system "it- 
self, if not Roosevelt himself.' with 
his unreasonably adventurous initia- 
tive which may by natural reactions 
turn back against his own imperial- 
ism?" Gayda continued. 


The writer declared thai Roosevelt 


by "seeking the intervention of 'third 
parties in Ihe war againsl Ihe Axis" 
confesses lhal American aid to Bri- 
tain was insufficient and "belies his 
own promise to the voters" that the 
U. S. would not become involved in 
the war. 


"President Roosevelt is working with 


deliberate initiative and openly ag- 
gressive will to carry Ihe U. S. in- 
to the war," Gayda declared.

'SHANGHI, (By mail.)—In Shanghai 


today, a gun is practically part of 
the accessories for a gentleman, like 
cuff-links or a wrist watch. 


There are ordinary American busi- 


nessmen here, many of them, who 
never leave their homes unarmed. 
Sitting in their office^ they keep that 
blue-steel 
"equalizer" within wrist 


reach, in a desk drawer or even on 
the desk. 


Under many desks are burglar alarm 


buttons. A touch of the knee sounds 
a shrill signal, brings Indian guards 
rushing with drawn guns. 


By the same token, steel doors, 


bullet-proof vests, bullet-proof auto- 
mobiles and bodyguards have become 
normal adjuncts of life here. 


Foreigners 
live 
dangerously 
in 


Shanghai today. 


For one thing, the city is wide open. 


It is less difficult to find narcotics 
than to get an ice cream soda. And 
the city is not limited to white slavery 
—it has brown, black, yellow, red, the 
whole chromatic scale. 


All the known rackets are repre- 


sented, plus countless Oriental varia- 
tions. 
Money, flowing in 
torrents, 


opens any door. The streets teem 
with gangs and gangsters. A normal 
'rub out" costs 550 Mexican, less than 
53 gold. 


Shanghai is a vast poisonous plant, 


.uxuriantly alive in the mud of the 
Whangpoo river. It is the Barbary 
Coast on an incredible scale, the 
wild west with slant eyes. 


Furthermore, the city is a sound- 


ing-board for a]J the world's war 


and 
international 
collisions. 
The 


population is Chinese and Japanese, 
British and German and Italian, Rus- 
sian, American, Polish, French and all 
the races and nations in the world. 
If there are no Abyssinians here to 
recall that war, with guns and knives, 
there 
are 
plenty 
of 
professional 


soldiers-of-fortune who fought for the 
Lion of Judah, and may do it again. 


All the political hatreds are here. 


Somewhere, every night, they come to 
the surface in a blaze of gunfire. 


A 70-year-old French lawyer died 


on his doorstep the other day, and 
two Chinese gunmen disappeared in 
a waiting car. A Japanese policeman 
got a meat-axe at the base of the 
brain. He was the 15th Japanese to go, 
within the past few months. The po- 
lice hardly bother to list any longer 
the killings of spies, gamblers, rack- 
eteers and gunmen. 


On Christmas Eve, a group of Amer- 


ican Marines—probably substituting 
for the British regiments which have 
been withdrawn from China—engaged 
an Italian marine group. It was short, 
but merry, in a Bubbling Well Road 
cabaret. At least a dozen on both 
sides were carried off to the hospital. 


So the foreigner carries a gun, and 


he is always within sight of guns. On 
every street, soldier-policemen 
with 


steeKJielmets, rifles and pistols, stroll 
along, two by two. Here and there are 
little clusters of 
people, 
watching 


curiously as the police "fisk" a passer- 
by. There are barbed wire barricades, 
and steel-reinforced concrete pillboxes 
at the boundaries and intersections. 


A man without a pistol, today is 


practically nude in Shanghai.

The only 
air and abundant air, in which all 
ideas regardless of labels and origin 
can be expressed . . . . 


We must get a little sens.e in our 


heads at this late date and use our 
Constitution and Declaration of In^ 
dependence as the only acid test of 
a man's loyalty to democracy in- 
stead of persecuting, as we are now 
doing, the very people who stand 
up for those national charters . . .

work—all of the Constitution—or we 
will never have democracy.
